Washington.—An epidemic of rail-

The transfer was being made by 


two boats, a police launch and a coast 
guard power boat. The police craft 
was the first to reach the stranded 
liner and was greeted with cheers by 
the benumbed passengers and crew 
who had been without heat or warm 
food since the boiler room was flood- 
ed yesterday. 
There were 
104 persons on the 


liner when she struck a reef off Rock- 
away Point yesterday morning. Ten- 
tative efforts were made to launch 
life boats from the shore ycsteiday 
but no headway 
could 
be made 


against the giant seas. 
Attempts 


were renewed again today and the 
police boat, breasting the huge waves, 
finally succeeded in drawing along- 
side the liner, to which a line was 
made fast. 


Six women and three men were 


first transferred to the police boat 
by rope slings. They were suffering 
from cold and exposure 
and were 


given immediate medical attention by 
a police surgeon. 


In addition to the two launches 


three 
see going tugs and a light 


house tender were standing by. It 
was believed all those on the princess 
Anne would 
be safely transferred 


within a few hours. 
The action of 


the water was said to be eating away 
the sand beneath the steamer amid- 
ships and fear was expressed that she 
might break in two. 


Each wave threatened to crush the 


small boats against the side of the 
steamer. The crews divided their ef- 
forts between getting the passengers 
into their boats and keeping their 
own small -craft afloat. 


The decks of the 
Princess Anne 


were coated with ice, adding to the 
diflleulty of the steamer's crew in 
rendering ---assistance to\the two 
launches. 
Just as tlie first passengers were 


lowered into the small boats the sun 
broke out from behind 
the heavy 


clouds. Several old fishermen among 
the crowds on shore hailed this as a 
good omen. 
Transfer of the 
::2 passengers to 


the police tug Relief was completed 
bhortly after 1 o'clock. All the avail- 
able landing places in Jamaica, Bay 
had been damaged by the recent high 
tides and the Relief headed for New 
York Bay, presumably to dock at the 
Battery. It. was believed that Cap- 
tain Seay of the Princess Anne, whose 
leg was broken 
was among those 


transferred to the Relief. 


The officers and crew remained on 


tho steamer. It was not known at 
this time when 
they would be re- 


moved.

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The altitude ol1 "Will U. Hays, chair- 


man of the Republican National commit- 
tee, in demanding that the peace treaty 
be kept out of the presidential campaign 
is commendable. Although he has issued 
no public statement, it is announced that 
he lias communicated his position lo the 
Republican leaders and has insisted that 
those who will have consideration of the 
platform shall leave untouched the sub- 
ject of Ihc treaty. \Ve arc to infer from 
Mr. Hays' position that he agrees with 
the view that neither the treaty proper 
nor the league of nations covenant has 
any place in a presidential campaign, 
and that they should be kept out of poli- 
tics altogether. If this is so. the Rcpubli-, 
can chairman will voice, we think, the 
opinion of the public almost without ex- 
ception. 


Everyone knows that a presidential 


election conducted with the peace treaty 
and the league of nations as an issue 
would constitute a referendum on the 
question of their ratification or the form 
of the ratification. Regardless of how the 
election terminated we should have no 
clear idea as to what the people desired 
concerning the peace terms or the peace 
league. We would not be able to say what 
was the irreducible minimum, or what 
was the final maximum with regard to 
terms, reservations or amendments. We 
think it would be one of the most unfor- 
tunate incidents in the history of Amer- 
ican diplomacy to drag this issue into 
the political fight. Aside from the rea- 
son that it would decide nothing con- 
clusively, it would establish a precedent 
altogether foreign to tlife theories of our 
government and inconsistent with the 
sound determination of our international 
relations. 


It is the function of the United States 


senate lo pass upon the treaty and the 
peace league. It is also its constitutional 
duty to discharge this responsibility in a 
slalesmanly and businesslike manner. 
That it has not done this up to date is 
obviously due lo partisan strife arising 
out of a desire both by the Republicans 
and Democrats to obtain an advantage 
out of the form of ratification. It may be 
argued with Viscount Grey that the sen- 
ate is actuated by lofty motives, and that 
politics has little or nothing to do with the 
controversy, but this is an altogether su- 
perficial analysis of the situation. There 
has been loo much display of partisan- 
ship in the discussion of the treaty and 
too many challenges and counter-chal- 
lenges lo throw it into the presidential 
campaign lo escape Ihc conclusion lhat 
politics is the master influence which is 
operating to hold up the decision. 


Mr. Hays proceeds in the belief that the 


senate will act upon the treaty within a 
reasonable lime. He holds that this is 
Ihc only righl course, and that the treaty 
has no place in politics. There is no 
doubt but what the country agrees with 
him and that there would be universal 
regret if the senate failed to ratify the 
treaty with reservations, easily made ac- 
ceptable lo the people and. we feel in- 
clined lo predict, acceptable to Ihe pres- 
ident. 


ever the ex-emperor did was the act of 
Germany itself, and Germany has been 
brought to brook and punishment forjhc 
war and its consequences so far as repar- 
ation is physically possible. It may be 
conceded that those below the former su- 
preme ruler of Germany did nol repre- 
sent Germany in their acts, and yet it is a 
fact thai whatever they did the German 
government is responsible for. Our point 
is that this responsibility, whatever, its' 
character and extent, has been, broadly 
speaking, balanced by the defeat of au- 
tocracy and by the terms of peace. 


German barbarity in the war has been 


morally atoned for by the terrific indict- 
ment which it received throughout the 
world and by the disastrous overthrow 
of the forces which utilized il as a means 
of warfare. II seems to us that the trial 
of individuals for these national offenses 
is of minor consideration. The allies 
would be heller off not lo proceed with 
it. 


Still we recognize that the crimes arc 


of far greater moment to France and 
Great Britain than they possibly could be 
to the United States, and lhat from their 
individual standpoint there is much to 
justify them in the policy they seem com- 
mitted to. 


DEALING WITH THE 
UN-DEPORTED. 


America consists of Americans and of 


nothing but Americans. Those, who with- 
o 
in the pasl few years, have come lo think 
of America as a vast mixture of languages, 
races and clashing doctrines, have had 
the wrong viewpoint. They have been 
thinking of America as a place and nol as 
an ideal. 


Millions of immigrants have crossed 


the ocean from the Old World. They have 
reached our shores, but many of them 
have never reached America. On the 
other hand, many of our native born arc 
not now and never have been Americans. 
There is no such thing as an "American 
Red."' There is no such thing as an 
"American I .W. \V." 


An American /.s a man who feels Amer- 


ican, thinks American and acts American 
—;io matter where he was born. 


America has plenty of room and a 


warm welcome for those who wish to be- 
come Americans, but it cannot spare a 
single square foot of soil to those who in- 
tend to continue un-American and anti- 
American. Fortunately, we can-deport 
some of the most noxious of these intrud- 
ers, but these are but a small percentage 
of the unfit. What about the remainder? 


There is but one answer: They must 


be Americanized. 


This, however, is not a task for Ihe De- 


partment of Justice, not even for Con- 
gress and the various state legislatures; 
it is a task for the rank and file of Amer- 
ican citizens. It is a task of education 
plus, and of influence plus; it is really a 
task of moral coercion. It is a task for 
swift and energetic action, wherein 
American citizens in all their vasl num- 
bers musl seize opporlunilics when they 
exist, and create opportunities when they 
do not exist, to Americanize all who come 
within their.own.circles or else lo cast 
them out of Iheir circles. 


It is no time to 4alk of broad-minded 


sympathy, or of conciliation where a 
great question of right and wrong is in- 
volved. We cannot conciliate evil any 
more than we can conciliate a confla- 
gralion. 


You needn't ask a man whether he likes 


his job. Observe the quality of his work 
and vou will know. 


TRYIXG THE WAR 
CRIMINALS. 


The allies have apparently succeeded 


in forcing Ihe issue with the German gov- 
ernment over the extradition of its na- 
tionals charged with war crimes, whom 
they propose lo try by a neutral tribunal. 
Not only has Germany indicated ils wil- 
lingness to ollicJally receive the list of 
persons desired for trial, but dispatches 
from Berlin indicate lhat il will, under 
pressure, turn them over for trial. So far 
as the United Slates is concerned, il has 
only a mild and passive interest in the 
dispute. Public opinion in this country is 
quite indifferent as*to what is done with 
the alleged war criminals, but on the 
whole it is probable that il will disagree 
with the extremes lo which il seems the 
allied powers arc bent upon going lo 
compel the Irials. 


While il is Irue that the cases of these 


alleged criminals are nol analogous lo 
that of Ihc former kaiser, there is never- 
theless a similarity in Ihe motives behind 
all of the demands for extradition. What-

GERMAN WAR BLIND WORK 


Berlin—German industrial captains are striv- 


ing to make useful workers of the Teuton war- 
blind and warmaimed. They have succeeded to 
such an extent that today a considerable number 
are engaged in the hitherto supposedly impossi- 
ble work of running machines which before the 
war only men with all their faculties operated. 


The Siemens-Schuckert works here were the 


pioneers in trying to salvage manpower. 


Today, these works believe that they have 


given an answer to any idea that the war-blind 
or the war-maimed, except in extraordinary cas- 
es, need be solely objects of charity and pity. 


Working on their drills, presses, and boring 


machines are men totally blinded, and in some 
cases with an arm missing. 
Utilization of such cripples has been made 


possible through application of special machin- 
ery. The Siemens-Schuckert works began their 
experiment in human salvaging back in 1915 be- 
fore the stream of maimed and blinded had be- 
gun to.pour back so extensively as later. 


At that time, people scoffed at the experiment. 


"Of course." they said, "you can't have a blind 
man operate a drill or a lathe. You may put him 
to work caning chairs or making brushes, but 
on this highly technical work it is quite an im- 
possibility." 
Siemens-Schuckert leaders paid no attention 


to this talk, but went ahead to develop machines 
upon which such men could operate with safety. 
Special attachments were contrived, 
so that 


there was no danger to the operator. In fact, it 
was found that with some kinds of drills, a blind 
man could operate a pair. And the blind man 
seemed oftentimes to take a sr«»tcr interest in 
his work than a man with all his faculties. Per- 
haps, because he had pride in being independ- 
ent rather than an object of charity for the 
rest of his days. 
. 
For instance, certain lathes were 
equipped 


with bells which told the blind operator when 
the material in the lathes had been sufficiently 
turned. On this machine and on drills and the 
like there were special guards which prevented 
the workman from catching his hands in the 
mechanism. 
, 
Then too. the works made allowances for a 


man's previous occupation. 
As an example, it was found that men form- 


erly engaged in locomotive work 
became 
ill 


I when confined to operation of «mall machines 


upon which there was no heavy labor. .These 
men were transferred to heavier machines which 
required more strength in 
manipulation -and 


which required lifting larger loads. 


In some caJ-e^. ;t was discovered that 
men 


were suffering with internal troubles which were 
aecravated by the vibration and noise of a ma- 
chine shop. Such men were not adopted to ap- 
plication of tho machinist experiment. But. by 
and large, it h found that war-blind «pccialiy 
if they have had previous mechanical experience 
can be a1««sd for further work in their own 
line, thus savins the community from tlnnwaM 
burden, and making them productive, «"•«*• 
spccting. independent members of the commun- 
ity.

"They are very probably immune," 


he replied. "Because never hi the his- 
tory of the ;world has there been so 
widespread and so deadly-au epidemic 
Almost everyone must have been ex- 
posed. 
Do you kno\y that in quite 


large sections of South Africa the 
black population were entirely wipei 
biit; while in India there' were ovei 
seven million deaths from flu report- 
ed. 
You may well 
imagine there 


were many, more not reported." 


"What do you think of Edison's sug- 


gestion that the earth in its'orbit ma> 
have struck a poisonous gas which 
started the growth of.his'flu -germ am 
that 'without this gas the germ would 
never-have.affected humanity and there 
would'have been no plague?".; 


"It doesn't-seem logical to me. 


that there were islands in the 


South Seas where half the population 
died from the disease last year; and it 
was said that no one could have--car- 
ried it there—hence the contagion 
may have been in the air—yet I think 
someone must have carried it." 


"Will merchandize carry it?" 
."We know nothing about the flu 


germ yet. Thousands of medical men 
are on the- trail of it now." 


Dr. Church says that any community 


is liable to. an 
epidemic of grippe 


when there has been a prolonged dry 
spell accompanied by heavy winds, for 
these winds carry the grippe germ. 


"So the grippe has a germ too?" 
"Oh, 
undoubtedly- discovered long 


ago by Dr. Pfeiffer—the Pfeiffer germ, 
and the disease is very contagious al- 
though less so than flu. Moreover, the 
symptoms of the grippe and flu are 
different. 


"There is one symptom of flu dif- 


ferent from that of any. other disease. 
I have observed that flu patients fre- 
oucntly contracted pneumonia, but the 
difference between this and-any other 
pneumonia, such as that which fol- 
lowed the grippe, for example, was 
that the patient would cough bright 
red blood, not the dark characterist- 
ic of regular pneumonia. Then there 
arc other differences. Flu attacks peo- 
ple in the prime of life, whereas the 
grinpe particularly attacks old people 
and those who have been hard drink- 
ers. The lungs, when 
affected by 


grippe, become hard like leather. But 
the flu attacks primarily the blood and 
breaks 
it down so that 
it oozes 


through *.hc mucous membrane of the 
nose and throat passages and through 
the lung (issues. Hemorrhages are 
very frequent-" 


So Dr. Church contends that' the 


cases called mild flu this winter are 
really the grippe. He is inclined to

all persons with a severe cold will be 
compelled, by public sentiment if not 
by state law, to remain at borne and 
u'se every effort possible to prevent 
communication 
of the 
infection to 


other persons. 


On account of the mild type of Ihe 


epidemic this year, many cases are 
treated as'.severe 
colds and conse- 


quently the general public is not pio- 
tected when persons 
with a severe 


cold frequcait places or come in contact 
with a large number of people in a 
business way. 


"It appears, from a careful study of 


the present epidemic." the board says, 
"that a case of so-called severe cold 
with one individual may develop into 
a severe type of influenza1 with pros- 
tration in another individual,- possib- 
ly 
complicated 
with, 
pneumonia. 


Where public gatherings are not pro- 
hibited by local regulations the at- 
tendance at all uch gatherings of any- 
one who has :i severe cold, or who is 
possibly ill, should be strictly prohi- 
bited. Such an individual, if careless, 
can infect an entire community as has 
happened repeatedly in the present 
epidemic."

That the control measures are being 


geneially observed is the experience 
to date. Today's bulletin says: 


"The state board of health is great- 


ly pleased with the vigorous way in 
which the state rules for the better 
prevention and control of influenza or 
la grippe, are being enforced. 
The 


daily repo'rts received from every sec- 
tion" of the state indicate that an ear- 
nest effort is being made to report all 
cases »o the local health officer at 
once, and to see that the homes are 
placarded. The strict observance of 
these preventive measures will, in the 
board's opinion, effectively stamp out 
the. epjdemie."
